Before BPAI effective September 13, 2004, appellant must present the appleal brief under 
special headings, there is no separate heading for "Related proceedings appendix" in the 
appeal brief According to the same Rules and Practice Before BPAI, appellant must 
contain a statement of the status of each amendment that has been filed subsequent to the 
final rejection, the statement in the appeal brief is incorrect. An Amendment after Final was 
submitted 1 1/21/05, and an Advisory Action was mailed on 12/21/05 in response to the 
Amendment after Final. According to the same Rules and Practice Before BPAI under 
"Summary of claimed subject matter", a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in. 
each of the independent claims must refer to the specification by page and line number, and 
to the drawing, if any, by reference characters. The paragraph citations referenced in the 
"Summary of Claimed Subject Matter" must be change to page and line number, and to the 
drawing by reference characters of the specification originally filed on 1 1/29/00. 
Furthermore, the reference characters do not correspond to the figures (e.g. reference 
character 17 does not correspond to a first client and reference character 18 doe not 
corespond to a tunneling server.). The Grounds of Rejection to be Reviewed are incorrect, 
claims 12-18 and 42 are unpatentable under 101 (claims 17 and 18 were missing), and claims

in view of Zhang (claim 27 was missing)
